STORM AT EAU CLAIRE.

The bill to restore capital punishment 
was 
defeated in tho 
Assembly 
on 
Wednesday night by a vote of 49 to 43. 
It passed tho Senate one mouth ago by 
such a decided majority—20 to 7—that 
there seemed ti be no doubt that tho bill 
would bo concurred iu by tho Assembly. 
But the 
seutementalists—those who 
seem to have more pity for the mur­ 
derer than 
they 
do for tho 
vic­ 
tim—succeeded 
ia 
defeating 
the 
measure. The lawless portion of the 
State, those liable to commit tile. deed 
for which hanging ought to be the penal­ 
ty, will now feel like shaking hands with 
the champions against capital punish­ 
ment. The bill which passed the Senate 
was a very carefully drawn bill and wise 
in its general provisions. It gave the 
jury the power to decide whether the 
crime committed was of such a cold- 
blmxled and fiendish nature as to war­ 
rant the hanging of tho murderer, or 
whether there was sufficient circumstan­ 
tial evidence connected with the crim*, 
or some mitigating circumstances, as 
would justify the jury iu deciding that 
imprisonment would bo the most just. 
It would seem to a cool-headed person 
of unprejudiced mind, one who had the 
power to take a rational aud common 
sense view of crime and its proper pun­ 
ishment, that the bill was so fair a one 
that there should have been no doubt as 
to a concurrence by the Assembly. 


Well, the first effective blow against 
polygamy, has at last been struck. The 
Edmunds bill to destroy this last of the 
trim relics of barbarism, has*passed both 
Houses of Congress, it will have to be 
returned to the Senate for the concur­ 
rence of that body in some amendments 
the House adopted, but they are not of 
material iuiixirtance. A few weeks ago 
the Gazette published the chief features 
of the bill, and as it has virtually become 
a law, we reproduce them for the conven­ 
ience of the readers: 
1. That the crime of plural marriage 
proved against any person within any 
Territory over which the United States 
has exclusive jurisdiction, shall subject 
the criminal to a fine not exceeding five 
hundred dollars aud to imprisonment for 
a period not exceeding five years. 
2. That any male person within the 
jurisdiction of the United States who 
shall hereafter cohabit with more than 
one woman, shall bo doomed guilty of 
misdemeanor, and shall be punished by a 
fine not exceeding three hundred d o lla r s 
or by imprisonment not exoeeding the 
term of six mouths, or by both fine and 
imprisonment. 
3. That in any prosecution for bigamy, 
polygamy or unlawful 
cohabitation, 
proof being offered that any juryman 
drawn in the case is or has beeu living 
in the practice of bigamy, polygamy or 
unlawful cohabitation, such proof shall 
disqualify such juror for service. 
4. That no polygamist shall be entitled 
to hold any office of honor or emolu­ 
ment nuder the United States.

An excursion of a coil 
sidcrable distance never ought to be at­ 
tempted until the rider, by private prac­ 
tice, or by long habit from childhood, 
lie confident of her seat and rein. Horse­ 
back riding by women would often pre­ 
vent complaints ta which the sex is inci­ 
dent, and thus alleviate a portion of suf­ 
fering ta which they are liable. 
The Silo System.—We remarked a 
year ago that during tho next twelve­ 
month a largo amount of experience 
would 1)0 evolved in the work of ensi­ 
lage. 
A number of silos were con­ 
structed in New England, New* York, 
and other Eastern States by able or 
wealthy farmers, and many of these pub­ 
lished accounts of their operations and 
degrees of success during the last winter 
and spring. 
We read all that came 
under our observation, and can not rec­ 
ollect a discouraging account. 
Results, 
in every instance, justified the expecta­ 
tions of tho experimenters. 
From time 
ta time, correspondents have plied the 
Gazette with questions, both in regard 
to the construction of silos and in refer­ 
ence to tho system itself and its com­ 
parative merits as a fodder preserver. 
These letters we have answered ta the 
best of our ability, and we now publish 
a statement from an Eastern contam- 
]>orarv, which will at once instruct tile 
reader how ta construct a silo, aud show 
him how* sincerely some experienced 
parties are convinced of the utility of 
the European mode of staring and pre­ 
serving green food for stock. 
Says the 
ll. C. intelligencer: 
44 A very large 
silo is now approaching completion just 
outside of Doylestown, on the Smith 
farm, the largest one yet constructed in 
the world perhaps. 
The structure is 
forty feet square, nineteen feet deep to 
the top of the walls, and twenty-six feet 
ta the rafter plates. 
It is divided by 
strong walls into fear compartments, 
mainly for convenience in filling. 
Each 
one oz these compartments is a big hole, 
the cubical contents being over 8 , OHO 
feet. It will require fully three clava to 
fill one of these pits. 
The combined 
capacity of the four apartments is nearly 
33,000 cubic feet—a very large space. 
The walls are built of concrete, are two 
feet thick, and tho inside surfaces fully 
cemented. 
The stones were all dog oat 
of tho hole made for the silo, as the 
rock was reached only a few feet below 
the surface. 
Some idea of the material 
required to construct the silo may be 
formed from the amount of cement used. 
There is a pile of empty cement barrels 
as large as a good sized house. 
Tile 
weather was unfavorable for a good deal 
of the time for speedy work, as the 
operations coaid not be conducted in tho 
rain. 
This prevented finishing the work 
in time to ensilage tho present grass 
crop, as was the intention. Sixteen acres 
of com have been planted for ensilage, 
though it is quite probable that this will 
not much, if any, more than halt fill

An invitation to a Turkish wedding 
came to us through tho wife of an Italian 
physician, and was for “ ten o'clock' ’— 
a strange hour we thought—butft proved 
to be ten o'clock Turkish, which is about 
three o’clock in the afternoon, a la Frank. 
Turkish time is reckoned by the sun. and 
is always a problem to people keeping 
Frank time; and the Turks, to be exact, 
must have their watches changed every 
day. 
We were a party of eight—all ladies; 
no gentlemen must be seen in tho floret ti- 
Uk, though this reception was at the 
house of the bridegroom. 
The sons take 
their brides to the father's house, and If 
it becomes crow ded additional rooms axe 
built. 
We found the gates of the outer wall 
thrown wide open. A man servant stood 
inside to see thai all left the overshoes 
in the court To those of us who had 
not worn shoes that could be removed he 
made a deprecatory salaam, as if to say: 
“ Your pardon, ma'am,” and witted our 
ghees with a damp sponge, 
(how much 
time and patience—yes, and money—our 
’housewives would be saved if a like 
cleanly custom existed in America, for I 
fancy this is one secret of the Turkish 
carpets lasting-for generations; that no 
dirt from the streets is ever brought in on 
to them.) 
We were then motioned to go up the 
stairs and were first taken to the mother 
of the bridegroom, who was seated on a 
high divan, and received us with many 
salaams, but did not rise. 
She had a 
quilted sacque, of delicate lemon-colored 
satin, lined and trimmed with fur, thrown 
over her shoulders (the morning had 
been rainy and it was still cool.) and In 
other garments were made of rich Orieu 
tai stuffs; her head handkerchief av as 
plain, but decorated in front with dis 
moods* 
A young lady dressed in drab silk, 
made in toe latest Parisian fashion, with 
feathers and diamond ornaments in her 
hair, received us standing, asked as to 
be seated and ordered coffret1 to be brought 
to us. We sat upon low divans which

While the visiting was at its 
height a lady spread her prayer carpet 
in a corner of the room, with ber face 
toward Mecca, threw a light shawl over 
her head, and went through with her de­ 
motions, often bowing her head to the 
floor. 
No one seemed to mind it at ail. 
and when she arose she immediately 
joined again in the conversation. 
From this room we were conducted 
to the room where the bride was to sit 
in state. 
At one end of the room was a very 
high divan, so high as to require a step 
to climb on to it, covered with satin of 
.bright colors, and over it were branches 
jof artificial flowers and tinsel ornaments, 
{forming quite a canopy. The room was 
handsomely furnished—chairs and sofas 
covered with damask silk, window dra­ 
peries of the same material and carpet 
to match In color. The ceiling was 
beautifully frescoed in arabesque p a t­ 
tern*.

Never before in the history of the city 
has the delinquent tax list been so small. 
This fact is proof of one thing that the 
tax payers are abundantly able to meet 
their tax obligations and that they do it 
promptly. It would be safe to say that

roll 
reaches 
$50,000, that can show so small a delin­ 
quent tax list as Janesville. It is a pub­ 
lic notice that our people as a rule 
are well-do do and that the financial 
condition of tho city is remarkably 
good.
